RAVEN HILL CELEBRATES 
A DECADE OF 


LEARNING

When Tim and Cheri Leach opened the Raven Hill Discovery 
Center in May of 1992, their vision was tame, that of a summer- 
time science camp program. Now 10 years old, the center, as it 
tumed out, never fit neatly into that vision — becoming instead 
a year-round outfit from the get go, thrusting the Leachs into a 
venture which, said Cheri, has now “taken on a life of its own.” 

Getting ready to celebrate on Sunday, May 5, with an open 
house, directors Tim and Cheri find it hard to believe that an 
undertaking born 10 years ago out of a desire to supplement the - 
more-structured*education in area public schools, has become a 


' multi-faceted, ever-changing resource for students and adults 


alike. Each year, legions of students from all over northwest 
Michigan visit to utilize the hands-on displays in the museum, 
check out a varied melange of creatures in the animal room, and 
take part in educational programs that meld art, history, and sci- 
ence with a tactile, hands-on approach. 

Through these children, as well as adult patrons, Raven Hill is ~

EJ commission still 
fine-tuning budget 


After plenty of back and forth de- 
bate over the status of the proposed 
2002-03 city budget, the East Jordan 
City Commission held a special meet- 
ing on Tuesday, April 23. At the meet- 
ing. commissioners addressed just 
where the $150,000 they originally 
requested cut from the proposed bud- 
get be re-implemented. At the previ- 
ous week's regular meeting, the com- 
mission, by consensus, decided that 
a directive to increase the General 
Fund Balance by that amount was 
going to leave too much money idle. 

City administrator David White 
had, last month, made the requested 
cuts, mostly from street and sidewalk 
funds. After the cuts were made. 
however, commissioners decided to 
follow a percentage guideline for the 
fund balance amount rather than a set 
dollar amount, seeking to restore a 
fund balance that would be 20 per- 
cent of the total budget, as opposed 
to the amount resulting after cuts, 


which totaled about 30 percent of the 
total budget. 

At the meeting, it was agreed that 
the proposed budget would contain a 
restoration of most of the previously 
made cuts, as well as: 

$2.500 in dues to'the East Jordan 
Area Chamber of Commerce. down 
from the originally proposed 35,000. 

A reappropriation of the originally- 
proposed $45,000 in sidewalk con- 
struction/replacement money. with 
$15,000 going for sidewalk replace- 
ment only. and the remaining $20,000 
being allocated for casts assactated 
with a planned expansion of City Hall 
into a neighboring building. 

A restoration of raises for two city 
staff members over and above the 


across-the-board three percent cost of 


living raise. 
Commissioners also received noti- 
fication that police chief Jerry Alward

Signs of better 
days ahead are 
all around us

Have you looked to the skies lately? 

Seems that the eagles, red-tail hawks and lots of sand 
hill cranes are coming through the flyways. I’m always 
fascinated by the spring migrations of our birds, as they 
bring the message to all of us that warmer weather and 
longer days are ahead. 

A peculiar thing I observed was quite a few turkey vul- 
tures flying all around my neighborhood about 10 days 
ago. Ona Closer inspection, J notice that they had gorged 
on the remains of a dead deer carcass. At least nine of 
them were in the area and we saw more a few days later 
out on Old State Road. If anyone says they are the ugliest 
bird you ever saw, well you’ re right, but on the other side 
they do keep all the road kill and carrion cleaned up. 

I have spotted some killdeers out in open farm fields 
and along certain roadsides. The whistled cries in which 
they give out their own name is always entertaining and 
they are one of the prettiest birds, too. ' 

Garry Mapes and I were standing outside his shop and 
saw a flock of at least 20 or more sand hill cranes fly 
over. It was a warm day, one of the recent 75-degree days, 
and we proceeded to jump in the truck with binoculars in 
hand to find them. We drove up the road to the Matthews 
farm where we thought the birds flew over, but on driv- 
ing around and talking with Mitch we had no !uck in lo- 
cating them. Still, it was great to see this many cranes in 
one flock and it made my day as well as Garry’s. 

If there’s one thing about nature, one probably seldom 
gets bored with it! So much to experience and to observe, 
as we have a multitude of wildlife around us! The deer 
are now shedding their winter coats for the red ones soon 
to replace them, and J have seen a few snapping turtles 
crossing the road sides to get to the murky ponds that 
await them. I actually had to rescue a snapper the other 
day as it surely would have been road kill had I not picked 
it up and carried it 10 the pond on the other side. Seems 
I do that sort of thing at least twice a year -- oh well, I’m 
always one to help our critters if need be. 

Also, a pair of pileated woodpeckers are doing some 
major damage on the poplar trees down the road a bit 
from our house. Seems they can’t decide on which tree to 
excavate to nest in. And the loud rhythmical drumming 
they make striking their bills against a hollowed out tree 
or branch is annoying enough! But their persistence pays 
off, and soon you forget they are even around. 

And all too soon and the songbirds will have built a 
nest to raise their first brood. Now, they’re searching end- 
lessly for straw, twigs, grass stems, mud and the array of 
building materials they will use to construct their nests. 
So much effort is put into the unique structures that our 
avian friends build to raise their young. And to think that 
upon hatching most altricial young are ready to fledge in 
two weeks, a most amazing feat only Mother Nature can 
claim. 

So if you have yet to clean out your bird houses or put 
new ones up, now is the time. The birds are busy, the 
water features and birdbaths need tending to, and the feed- 
ers need filling up. Hang up some fruit and suet, too, and 
maybe a new species will visit your yard. 

But mostly just enjoy the beautiful things wildlife has 
to offer al} of us! Let nature bring peace to you -- it’s al) 
around you.

Keeping pollutants out of storm sewers requires public vigilance 


TO THE EDITOR: 


Michigan is blessed with an abundance of fresh, pure 
water. The Great Lakes region alone has 20 percent of the 
fresh surface water in the world. 


Storm water is the number one contributor of pollution - 


to our lakes and streams and to the loss of habitat for our 
fishery. With development, roads and ditches can act as 
conduits for gas, oil, and other pollutants. Sand, sediments 
and contaminants run into our rivers and lakes, covering 
gravel spawning beds and polluting the water of our 
beaches. 

It is irnportant for citizens to understand that the storm 
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drains in-city streets and in many parking lots, empty di- 
rectly into the Boyne River and into Lake Charlevoix (the 
East Jordan Iron Works is a world.leader in creating beau- 
tiful, new cast iron storm grates and drain covers with the 
conservation message.) 

While the City of Boyne City works to keep drains and 
streets clean, citizens must do their part also. The new 
“Drains To Lake” stickers on the city drains will help re- 
mind children and adults that we are all responsible to« 
keep pollutants out of the storm water system. 

Many people are not aware that storm drains often lead 
directly to the beautiful Boyne River and Lake Charlevoix. 
Sometimes citizens release substances to city drains be-

Every spring, 
cleanups of the Lake Charlevoix and Lake Michigan 
shoreline yield thousands of cigarette butts that are 
dropped in streets and parking lots.

Raven Hilt off the ground, breaking 
Sround in 1991. Located between 
Boyne City and East Jordan off of the 
Boyne City-East Jordan Road, Raven 
Hill now boasts 157 acres of forests, 
fields, swamp, a pond, the main build- 
ing which houses the animal room, 


museum, and a periodic room, as well 


as a classroonvoffice building. 

The undertaking has been,-Cheri 
said, a learning experience right from 
the start, literally. On their first day 
of operation, Cheri was still working 
as a teacher, leaving Tim alone to take 
their first group, consisting of 29 
Boyne Falls fifth graders. Though the 
doorway from one room to the next 
was a wide open space when Cheri 
left for work that day, by the time 
she’d returned home, Tim had the 
wall extended and a door framed in. 
Tt would be the last time, he an- 
nounced, that they would take 30 kids 
in one group at a time, and Cheri 
laughs now at the chaos that appar- 
ently had ensued in her absence. That 
very fifth grade class, by the way, will 


be honored at Sunday's Open 
House, with that extended wall 
being dedicated, tongue-in-cheek, 
to them. 

Over the years, though, many 
such bumps have either been 
smoothed out or grown accus- 
tomed to. The educational aspect 
has taken flight, with more than 
4,000 students and 300 teachers 
benefitting from Raven Hill pro- 
grams in the 2000-01 school year 
alone. Last year, the center was 
able to achieve a long-time goal, 
the hiring of a full-time director, 
Julie Burgess, to oversee the prac- 
tical day-to-day operations in- 
volved in such a venture. 

All this progress, though, comes at 
a cost, one made up of dollars and 
cents. Receiving no government 
funding, the Leachs have depended 
wholly upon grants and individual 
generosity to fund their dream. So 
far, things have fallen into place, but 
not without a lot of footwork on 
Cheri’s part. “That's what makes it 
hard for us,’ * she said of funding. “We 
don't have any backup. There’s no 


endowment.” 

Despite times of financial concern, 
though, the Leachs have always 
known they were on the right track, 
with funding occasionally just turn- 
ing up unbidden. 

A few years back, for example, a 
friend passed along an application for 
a Frey Foundation grant, which Cheri 
promptly filed away with good inten- 
tions but never quite got to. No mat- 


East Jordan chamber announces 
2002 reinvestment program 


The East Jordan Area Chamber of Commerce re- 
cently announced some new additions and updates to 
their successful, 11-year-old Reinvestment Program. 

For 2002, three financial institutions will be taking 
part in the program, including Charlevoix State Bank, 
Citizens Bank, and Huntington Bank. Each has con- 
tributed $100,000 to the fund for qualifying business 
and building owners of existing structures in the 
Downtown Development Authority District. Partici- 
pants who meet the guidelines of the program can 
borrow up to $40,000 for renovation projects at a low 
interest rate. 

Chamber executive director Mary Faculak encour- 
ages anyone in the DDA district or who is consider- 
ing a building purchase in the zone to utilize the op- 
portunity. “I cannot stress enough the importance of 
this program to our community during this time of 
‘Renaissance,’” Faculak said. 

The intent of offering the loan program is to im- 
prove and enhance the existing characteristics of build- 
ings in the DDA zone, thereby enhancing the look of 
the community as a whole. “The goal is to get all that 
money out there,” Faculak said. The beauty of the pro- 
gram, she said, is that “it’s a relatively painless proce- 
dure.” 

Buildings eligible for the program include those 
already existing within the City of East Jordan and 
designated areas; reinvestment funds must be utilized 
for only those improvements which preserve and en- 
hance special features, based on approval of proposed 
work by a design review committee. Improvements 
considered include landscape, architecture, electrical, 
plumbing, roofing, frontal and rear facades, flooring, 
signage, and more. 

If a project qualifies, money can be borrowed from 
the fund at a low floating interest rate of one percent 


below prime as established by the New York banks and 
as is published in the Wall Street Journal at the time the 
loan documents are signed. Qualified borrowers can 
obtain up to $40,000 at this rate with a payback term of 
up to 15 years, with a five-year balloon note. 

For applicants who are members in good standing with 
the chamber, there is no charge to participate in the pro- 
gram; non-members are charged a fee of $300 for de- 
sign committee administrative costs. 

Applicants must first set up a time to meet with the 
design review committee, to help identify the appropri- 
ate scope of work for the renovation before investing 
time and money in drawings and specifications. 

Based on discussion with the Design Review Com- 
mittee, applicants,would then develop a written or ren- 
dered description of the proposed improvements, and 
meet with a licensed contractor to determine project 
costs and a completion date. 

Once the design review committee grants final plan 
approval, applicants meet with the bank of their choice 
to apply for the loan. Bank approval is independent 
from committee approval and is subject to normal bank 
underwriting standards. 

The Reinvestment program terminates Dec. 31, 2002, 
and at that time will be reevaluated by the participating 
financial institutions and the East Jordan Area Cham- 
ber of Commerce. So far, though, things are looking 
good, with Faculak noting that with mailings just hav- 
ing gone out, the program has already piqued a lot of 
interest with area business and building owners. “With 
the excitement and the energy with the Renaissance on 
Main Street, it entices other owners in the community 
[to make improvements],” she said. “People want to be 
where the activity is. Success breeds success. It’s con- 
tagious.”

Raven Hill did indeed get 
the sizeable challenge grant, later 
supplemented by a $20,000 grant 
from the Dow Foundation, received 
solely on the weight of a friend’s let- 
ter of support, sans application. 
“Things just happen,” Cheri said with 
a smile, and a shrug. 

That's not to say money’s no longer 
a worry. Indeed, the biggest chal- 
lenges Raven Hill's founders face are 
finding enough time, energy, and 
money. While the future is full of 
more grant-writing to be sure, much 
of the extra time and energy needed 
comes from volunteers, without 
whom, Cheri said, her life would be 
far more difficult. “We've got a won- 
derful staff of volunteers,” she said, 
including plenty of retirees, both from 
the education field and other profes- 
sions as well. “Some only volunteer 
once a year,” Cheri said. Others come 
in regularly to do everything from 
leading tours and projects to water- 
ing plants and filing. 

There’s always room for more vol- 
unteers, of all skills and backgrounds, 
Cheri said, especially with the center 
showing no sign of diminishing mo- 
mentum. 

The staff is currently gearing up for 
its annual summer programs, and 
plans are in the works to establish 
nature trails through a piece of adja- 
cent property recently rescued from

Astigmatism diagnosis creates questions

Dear Dr. Hufford, 
What is astigmatism? I had an eye examination recently and was 
diagnosed with this condition.

Dear David, 

The eye, like a camera, has an outer curved lens to focus light. A cam- 
era lens is always manufactured with a perfectly round curvature to focus 
light evenly. The eye, however, is a “‘soft” camera. When astigmatism is 
present, the eye has an egg-shaped or asymmetrical front lens curvature 
rather than a perfect round shape. As a result, an astigmatic eye requires a 
special dual-power lens to focus light evenly. 

Routine changes in astigmatism are expected to occur with time. Since 
astigmatism tends to progress slightly faster in later years, adults may 


need more frequent prescription lens changes. Eyeglasses and/or special 
astigmatic (toric) contact lenses are available (o correct this condition ac- 
curately, 

Uncorrected astigmatism may cause blurred and distorted vision. Astig- 
matism causes annoying symptoms of eyestrain such as headaches, eye 
fatigue, sensitivity to light, loss of visual achievement and poor visual 
concentration. 

Eighty-five to 90 percent of all eyeglass prescriptions contain some 
correction for astigmatism. Correction for astigmatism may occur alone 
or may be combined with correction of nearsightedness or farsighted- 
ness. 

First correction or large changes in correction of astigmatism may cause 
objects or straight lines to appear tilted or distorted. If correction is worn 
as recommended, this perception of distortion will decrease steadily with 
ume.

Ordinances, the Boyne City Historic District Ordinance was presented and 
approved as a First Reading, the following is a synopsis of that amending 
ordinance: 


BOYNE CITY HISTORIC DISTRICT 


An ordinance to establish a historic district commission, 
to provide for its powers and duties, 
to provide for the designation of historic districts, 
to provide for the granting of certificates of appropriateness, 
to provide for the adoption of commission standards and guidelines, 
to provide for the maintenance of designated property, 
to provide for penalties for violation of this ordinance. 


THE CITY OF BOYNE CITY HEREBY ORDAINS: 

Sec. 2 Historic preservation as public purpose; purpose of ordinancé. 

Historic preservation is declared to be a public purpose and the legisla- 
tive body of a local unit may by ordinance regulate the construction, addi- 
tion, alteration, repair, moving, excavation, and demolition of resources in 
historic districts within the limits of the local unit. The purpose of the ordi- 
nance shall be to do 1 or more of the following: 

(a) Safequard the heritage of the iocal unit by preserving 1 or more 
historic districts in the local unit that reflect elements of the unit’s history, 
architecture, archaeology, engineering, or culture. 

(b) Stabilize and improve property values in each district and the sur- 
rounding areas. 

(c) Foster civic beauty. 

(d) Strengthen the local economy. 

(e) Promote the use of historic districts for the education, pleasure, 
and welfare of the citizens of the local unit and of the state.

Sec. 11 Appeal of decisions.
